N Hongkong, however, with 
n population swollen, by 
more than 700,000 refugees 
from the Chinese mainland, 
there conditions appear in 
4 more concentrated form, 
It in the Government's and 
the community's efforts to 
alleviate hardship und to 
provide thelr 


Hongkong to visitors, and 
touristy ant, we hope, it 
will, be Lady Patricia's 
pleasure to sce the very 
real progress that hag been 
made since she wis lant 
here.

Vienna, Mar. 3. 

The Hungarian Com- 
munist Party admitted .to- 
day that the current num- 
ber of party members was 
four times lower than it 
had been before the Hun- 
garian uprising. 


The central organ of the 
Hungarian Communist Party, 
Nepszubudsag, said the member 
figures passed the 200,000 mar- 
gin in the last few days, com- 
pared with — 800,000 Party 
members In October 1956, It 
claimed the party had a weekly 
Increase of 17,000 to 18,000 
members. 


The Communist Party, trying 
to strengthen its ranks, pro- 
mised; “All former Party mem- 
bers who will rejoin the party 
by May 1 will be considered 
continuous party members 
without any break In their 
membership.” 


MOST FAITHFUL 


Nepazubadsag sald: “The 
most falthful party members In 
the most dangtrous moments 
have been .he coal miners.” 

In another article Nepeza- 
badsay elaimed: “Counter- 
revolutionary elements have no 
chance left tn Hungary to re-

It quoted St Paul’s First 
Leiter to the Corinthians, from 
the famous 13th Chapter, whlch

In the long run, it may not be 
possible to Ienve the dee 
needs of the people unfulfilled 
whilst satisfying the hunger for 
bread, consumer goods and 
housing-space, as the Soviet 
regime stems determined to do, 
Yet it is wot only practical and 
opportunistic reasons which 
may, sooner or later, force a 
revision of the Sovict attltude 
towards religion. 


More “ologies”’ 


Communism as an Ideology is 
today in a state of crisis, Com- 
munist Party members In Russia 
and all over the world are 
questioning not only Stalin’s 
actions but also various tenets 
of the Marxist-Leninist creed 
on which they are based.

national institution, it has aban- 
doned the attempts to create the 
artificial hothouse plant of a 
wegime-Church, and it . has 
reallsed . the failure. to spread 
the materialistic world outlook 
by propaganda.

Wash And Brush Up 


Says VERNON MORGAN 


London, Mar, 3. 


The revolutionary proposals pul forward by the  xpecial MCC Committee to 
inquire Into the future welfare of first clans cricket have by no means met with 


universal approval, 


Indeed several of the leading British cricket writers ask the County Cricket 
they meet at Lords on March 26 to discuss the proposals 


Advisory Committee when 
to throw them out, 


Other writers, pliyers and 
oNlclals qualify — thelr reaction, 
thinking: some of Uhe denn ood 
and others nat sy good, Yet 
others say that at least they 
should be given a telal, 

The most ¢nthusiustic  sup- 
porter of all appears to be Sir 
Donulg Bradman who expresi- 
ed bis delight that MCC had 
made positive ullempts to 
brighten cricket, He parti- 
culosly praised the suggestion 
of Hmiting onside Neldsmnen 
“because [ bave thought for a 
conaidtrable time that negative 
Jeg-side bowllng Is the greatest 
aingle couse of slow uattroce- 
tive cricket.” 

The main condemnation of 
the plan Is that it will change 
the charieter of the pame and 
that if only. county captains 
would adopt a more aggressive 
and attacking attitude to the 
game there would = be -no need 
fo start tinkering sboul with 
the laws, 


NO EFFECT 


One Sending writer, a former 
county cricketer, writes; “The

It is fitted with a fixed 
blade which has shatlow notches for cutting round bara without danger of 
slipping, and the work material is prevented from tilting by an adjustable 


. hold-down fixed to. the main frame, 


A forged stee} crankshaft drives the top beam through a pitman at a 
speed producing 25 strokes a minute, while shear pin protection is provided by 
connecting the pitman small end, via a gudgeon pin and fmuckle-type thrust 
bearing, to a block in a machined slide in the top beam. ’ 


Under normal working conditions, this block Is fixed to the beam, but if 
overloading occurs, the shear pin fractures and the block works idly to and fro 
in its slide in the beam.
